B.C. Hospital 
Razed By Fire 


SARDIS, B.C., Nov, 20.—(CP)— 
Smouldering ruins were all that 
remained of the historic $500,000 
Coqualeetza Ihdian Tubercular 
Hospital following a fire that 
forced 300 persons to evacuate the 
premises yesterday, 

The blaze, believed to have 
started in a wing that had new 
electrical fixtures installed earlier 
in the day, spread rapidly through 
the three-story, brick building after 
its start at 5:30 p.m. 

One hundred and eighty patients 
were among those forced to- flee 
the flames, with at least a dozen 
babies carried out by nurses in 
an orderly retreat, 

No injuries were reported, The 
homeless were provided with 
quarters in the community hall and 
a church at this small town of 
1,500 persons 70 miles east of 
Vancouver,

The increase in ward rates was 
recommended at the Hospital Con- 
vention held in Calgary, Novembex 
8, 9 and 10. Twe Calgary hospitals 
will also adopt the recommenda- 
tion of the convention. 


COSTS MOUNTING 

The increased rates will take care 
of salary increases which go 
effect at that time, as weli as stead- 
ily mounting expenses in the cost 
of operation. 

Cost of operation has greatly in- 
creased over last year. For the 
month of October, the cost of op 
eration of the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital was $110,000, making a 
jtotal of $1,041,000 for ten months 
This is $210,000 over 1947, 

Food cost has increased 16 per 
cent per person a day. The total | 
cost of keeping a person in hospital 
is $8.34 a day as compared with 
$6.91 in 1947.

This rate puts Edmonton fruit dealers 
at a ridiculous disadvantage compared to 


Calgary dealers. 


Up until April 11, 1948, Edmonton had 
a carlot apple rate from the Okanagan of 
86 cents. From April 11 to September 20, 
the rate was $1.04. On September 21, it 


Was advanced to $1.15. 


Calgary still has the 86-cent rate. 
The disparity is just as pronounced 


in other fruits. 


Pears travel from the Okanagan to 
Edmonton at $1.15 but to Calgary for 86 
cents, Stone fruits move to Edmonton for 
$1.71, to Calgary for $1.26. Vegetables are 
shipped to Edmonton at a cost of 68 cents,

ciples upon which this country was unified, 

Discrimination in freight rates must be 
completely removed before the transporta- 
tion system in Canada can be placed upon 
a healthy basis. 


Ireland’s Unity a Lost Dream 


The parliament of Eire, in giving Prime 
Minister Costello leave to introduce a bill 
repealing the external relations act has 
taken the first step towards breaking the 
final link with the British Commonwealth. 

And with the breaking of that link the 
dream of a united Ireland appears to be 


completely dissipated. 


Prime Minister Costello's bill, 
will be debated on November 24, estab- 
lishes Eire as a republic and translates 
from the King to the president the right 
to control Hire’s external relations. 

This means that, after the passage of 
the bill, Kire’s diplomats and foreign mis- 
sions will no longer be accredited to the 
King but to the president of Eire.

cause of any psychological mal- 


adjustments to environment, but 
simply because he was bored 

The very qualities of imagina- 
tion and enterprise and restless- 
ness that make him valuable to 
his employers and useful in his 
club were the qualities that caus- 
ed him to make his excursions 
into vandalism. 

I think that is a vital and sig- 
nificant point, 

For it boils dowm to the fact 
that mediocre boys are in less 
danger of becoming delinquent 
than rather outstanding boys. 

Delinquency, in other words, 
is a sin peculiar to our best po- 
tential citizens, 


Harness 
Energy 

Now it is true that the psychol- 
ogists have a great deal to do 
with combatting delinquency. 

The churches have a great deal 
to do with it. The influence of 
churches and Sunday schools in 
keeping boys and girls on the 
right track is inestimable and 
seldom do they get enough credit 
for it, 

But the immediate and prac- 
tical solution to augment the 
work of these must run along 
some line that will harness the 
energies of children along prod- 
ductive and law-abiding lines 

In some way or another, all 
this restlessness and zip and high 
spirits must be switched from 
the destructive side of the ledger 
to the black-ink side of law and 
order 

In some way or another chil- 
dren must be made just as in- 


terested in maintaining the law 
as they are in breaking | 

One of these days some fellow

Juvenile 
Pariah 


Editor, Bulletin—Upon reading 
Mrs. Stevens’ letter criticising 
Jack Scott’s remarks urging 
teachers to take a more active 
part in the guiding and upbring- 
ing of our children in order to 
avoid recurrence of mental 
cruelty as shown in the case of 
the British boy in B.C.; I find 
myself unable to resist adding 
my opinion to this controversial 
and vital problem. 

Children are not alone in these 
acts of cruelty towards one an- 
other. Parents are sometimes 
instigators in such crimes. 

In one case we found, on mov- 
ing into a new district, we were 
immediately approached by our 
neighbors, warning us about a 
certain three-year-old boy who 
was fast becoming a seasoned de- 
linquent. 

His older brother had been in 
difficulty on several occasions, 
and the little tot was judged ac- 
cordingly. As a result neighbor- 
hood yards and homes were clos- 
ed to him and he became, with lit- 
tle fault of his own a kind of 
Juvenile social pariah. 

The result of this thoughtless 
if unintentional cruelty was an 
understandable feeling of frustra- 
tion and resentment and a desire 
to “get back” at the people who 
were making his life unhappy. 

After some years, due to the 
understanding kindliness of a 
few neighbors this potential de- 
linquet has grown into a happy 
and decent boy and will eventu- 
ally become a good citizen who 
a be an asset to his commun- 
ty. 

Parents are not always quali- 
fied for their positions. Some 
even resent the _ responsibility 
thrust upon them. Others, due to 
economic conditions are com- 
pelled to spend long hours at 
work or sume place of business, 
thus leaving their children at the 
mercy of untrained and uninter- 
ested help, and neighborhood in- 
fluence. 

Teachers on the other hand un- 
dergo a certain amount of train- 
ing in child psychology, and, if 
they are worth their salt, take a 
keen and individual interest in 
every child that comes under 
their care. 

They also have the advantage of 
“group” approach which gener- 
alizes a required conduct. 

Children adequately and de- 
cently brought up are often ridi- 
culed by the so-called “tough 
guys” and in many instances are 
influenced by such undesirable 
ethics—or lack of them. 

The teacher counteracts these 
often turns the 
table on the “tough guy”. It is 
not a question of passing the buck 


of child training from parent to 
teacher. It is a matter of sav- 
ing the helpless children from 


themselves and the evils of a 
social system that surrounds 
them. 


The teacher becomes therefor, 
the only logical person who can 
in any way supplement parent 
training, or take the place of par- 
ent delinquency.

The Chinese government's an- 
nouncement of a sweeping vic- 
tory over the Communist rebels 
in the crucial battle of Suchow, 
gateway to the capital of Nanking, 
has been seized upon in central 
China as giving hope that the ter- 


rifie Red offensive has been 
smashed, 
Certainly the report is en- 


couraging, but we shall do well 
to await developments before 
jumping to conclusions. We must 
bear in mind that this great bat- 
tle has been raging with un- 
abatted fury for some 10 days. 
The time has arrived when, even 
under far more favorable cir- 
cumstances, the attacking Chinese 
Communists might be expected 
to pause to bring up their com- 
munications and repair heavy 
losses and material 

Thus the halt in the attack 
doesn't in itself mean that the 
Reds are knocked out, Their as- 
sault may be resumed after a 
short breather 

The casualties have been big on 
both sides. A Nanking spokesman 
has estimated the government 
losses in men at 40,000, He placed 
the Red casualties at 130,000. 

Assuming that the estimate 
of Communist losses is correct, 
how are the rebels going to find 
quick replacements for such a 
great number of men? | was given 
an interesting sidelight on this 


problem from Dr. Pen Hsueh- 
Peh, advisor to the Chinese 
cabinet, who paused Wednesday 
in New York on his way from 
Paris to Nanking. 

Dr. Peng said: “A lot of people 
in the Western world wonder 
how it is that the Chinese Com- 
munists are able to sustain heavy 
losses and still keep pouring 
great armies onto the battle- 
fields, whereas the government 
may have trouble in finding all 
the fighting men needed. Some 
of these folks take this as mean- 
ing that the people of China 
favor the Communists and con- 
sequently are more willing to 
serve in the ranks. ; 

“That is an entirely false idea. 
The Communists raise their 
fighting men by terrorism under 
which every able-bodied male in 
a Red-controlled area is forced 
to serve. This terrorism may 
even involve the torture or kill- 
ing of a man’s relatives... .” 

But to get back to the battle 
for Suchow, the Communists are 
bound to resume the offensive if 
it is humanly possible. 

The prestige of both the gov- 
ernment and the rebels is in- 
volved in the possession of Nan- 
king, for the capital of any coun- 
try is the symbol of national 
security in the minds of the citi- 
rclm,

Some cynic once said that a 
political party platform is what 


the politicians use to get in on, 
That is, at worst, only half true. 
Great parties have to deliver 
much of what they promise. 

As a result of the Truman vie- 
tory in the U.S. we may expect 
the following 

1, Repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Labor Act, or its drastic modifi- 
cation. 

2. A large-scale housing con- 
struction program. 

3. A more positive policy for 
settlement of the outstanding is- 
sues with Soviet Russia. 

The Taft-Hartley Act has al- 
ready been found unconstitutional 
in some respects. Among other 
things it tried to make it unlaw- 
ful for trade union publications 
to express any political opinion. 
It unconstitutionally tried to pre- 
vent trade unions from spending 
money for political purposes 

In my opinion, the Supreme 
Court would also certainly rule 
out the clause which compelled 
all unions to swear that their of- 
ficers were non-Communists or 
else suffer serious disabilities 
There is legal democratic ma- 
chinery whereby the Commun- 
ist party could be outlawed 

But so long as the Commun- 
ist party is a legal party in the 
United States, no special law of 
Congress may take away any 
general right that the constitu- 
tion guarantees,

Understandably enough, the 
Communists are unpopular these 
days in the U.S. But many ro- 
bustly anti-Communist leaders, 
including even John L, Lewis, 
have been far-seeing enough to 
perceive the menace to all labor 
in such legislation.

Weather Changed 
By Sun Bursts 


Toronto Telegram 

Atomic showers and outbursts 
of invisible ultraviolet light from 
the sun may be significant fac- 
tors in weather, 

Both, in some way, appear to 
be associated with changes in 
atmospheric pressure at sea 
level, which in turn is one of the 
major determining factors in the 
earth's meteorological pattern 

Hitherto, these showers amd out- 
bursts have received little atlen- 


tion as possible ‘aids in fore- 
casting, although both now are 
subject to observation. 

This thesis is presented by 
Drs. B. and G. Duell, of Wash- 
ington, in a bulletin which has 
just been published by the 


Smithsonian Institution,

The atomic-shower phenomenon 
has been known only a few years. 
At spasmodic intervals streams 
of particles—protons, neutrons, 
electrons and nucleuses of such 
atoms as calcium, sodium and 
magnesium—are spurted from the 
sun at enormous velocities, They 
are followed by greater displays 
of Auroral lights, changes in ter- 
restrial electricity and radio dis- 
turbances A major outburst 
breaks up one of the electrified 
layers acting as a ceiling for 
radio waves, bouncing them back 
to earth instead of allowing them 
to escape into space 


Occurrence of such a shower 


can be detected almost immed 
ately by the brightening of cer- 
tain lines in the spectrum of the 
solar corona, the great pearl- 
colored halo surrounding the 
6un, 


The two scientists presented 


statistics: covering a period of 
16 years which show that in the 


winter months during years of 
low sun-spot activity, sea-level 
pressure is lower than normal at 
the time of these solar-particle 
showers, reaching a minimum 
within three days after the on- 
set, On the other hand, it is 
higher than normal following par- 
ticularly calm days in the atmos- 
phere's electrified levels. 

The effect is not demonstrable 
~—that is, it cannot be statistically 
isolated—in summer and im years 
of high sunspot activity. 


« *« + 

The mechanism of these effects 
on the world’s weather maps can- 
not be exactly determined. It is 
certain that these particles, shot 
from the sun at enormous 
velocities, must give up enormous 
amounts of energy when they col- 
lide with atoms and molecules in 
the high atmosphere. This, in 
turn, probably brings about vari- 
ous chemical changes in the air 

notably production of the oxy- 
gen combination known as ozone 
which serves as a shield against 
ultra-violet radiation, In addition, 
such a shower produces shock 
waves In the atmosphere which 
may even reach the earth's sur- 
face

feast to his heart's content. 
Brethren, may I enlighten the 
cynical and confess to the wide 
eyed that neither the job nor the 
critic is any of the above. 
Edmonton is in the happy posi

They have a choice, but the critic 
does not—it is his duty as well as

This plan is currently success- 
fully operating in Holland. 

Such a system is not too complic- 
ated, physically at least, in its op- 
eration. A radio station sends out 
programs, but at the same time it 
sends out a whistling sound that 
prevents the program being heard 
distinctly without a small patented 
device being attached to the set. 

This device, which acts as a 
filler, and clears away the whist 
ling, would be rented from the 
broadcasting station. The rental 
fee helps pay the cost of operating 
the station, the programs of which 
are free of advertising material, 

In this way the audience, instead 
of the advertiser, pays the piper.

Again push back. Repeat about 
| ten times, You will feel the 
stretch in the area between your 
hands and the base of your neck 
This is qa splendid exercise for 
the above mentioned faults. 

| It is also a good idea to rest on 
the floor on your back each day 
with your arms at your sides, Do 
this same thing, pushing back 
against the floor with the back of 
your head, trying to make the 
distance between your head and 
the base of your neck as long as 
possible.
